The Declaration filed pursuant to 37 CFR 1.132 is deemed proper. Hence, the 
102(e) rejection is overcome. The claimed limitation of "at least one thermal actuator 
for contracting the chamber such that ink is ejected through the nozzle" (claim 1 ); "the 
actuator comprises a resiliency contractable chamber" (claim 12); and "at least one 
actuator for reconfiguring the walls to define a second volume less than the first volume" 
(claim 15), as claimed in the combination, could not be found in the prior art. 

An exhaustive search has resulted in no finding of prior art to disprove novelty 
and/or nonobviousness. Hence, the claims are deemed allowed.
